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When Abram Hatch was assigned by Brigham Yourig to be the Third Presiding 
Elder in Provo River Valley in 1867, he soon built a cuted sandstone home on the 
southeast corner of the intersection of 100 North (90 North) and Main Street. Eventually lj 
a row of businesses developed between his first Heber home and his business “A. Hatch m 4 
& Song” on the northeast corner of the intersection of Center Street and Main Street (12 _/ A
